The burden of proof is upon Mr 


Harrington to establish the fact upon 
a fair preponderance of the case tha 
he was injured. 
Mr. Harvey then referred, to the tes

the plaintiff, also to Sir. Harrington': 
advocacy of ex-Mayor Casey when thi 
latter was running for office, also tha 
the Telegram took a different view am 
opposed Mr. Casey. 
He criticised the 


testimony offered by Mr. Ready, dis 
crediting it. Relative to 
William B 


Ready's testimony, he said it was a 
very important matter to be consld 
ered, stating that it was a stretch o 
imagination to show how the article 
referred to Ifr. Harrington. 


Continuing, counsel.said: "Mr. Har- 


rington testified that his feelings were 
injured and that he suffered in his 
mind. There are no outward manifes- 
tations of his sufferings. There is an 
other tiling that I want to call you: 
attention to. This suit was brough 
in January, 1909, about 14 months afte 
tills article to which I referred wai 
published. He allowed it to remain in 
abeyance for that length of time. Whj 
didn't he bring the suit after the art! 
cle was published? Was it worry am 
anxiety thstf—caused him to bring, thi 
suit about H.months later? 
That is a 


very important matter in this case. 
There is not a bit of evidence out- 


side of the utterances of Mr. Harring- 
ton, himself, that he has suffered $: 
worth. You arc to take into accoun 
the revulsion of feeling that has cov 
ered the country." Mr. Harvey 
then 


referred to Roosevelt's speeches. 


Newspapers have no 
more

than individuals, but they 
have

greater latitude. 


Mr. SImonds wrote all of these ar- 


ticles. It does not follow that the de- 
fendant in this, case is not liable: bu 
it. is very important in the considera- 
tion of this case to know that Mr 
SImonds,—-who had the sole manage- 
ment of the editorial policy, withou 
submitting the articles to Mr. Long be- 
fore publication.—says that when he 
wrote that article he never knew tha 
John Harrington had associated with 
him. 
during any part of his business 


career, a brother, and that that brother 
[eft a widow." 


"Now I say, gentlemen, you have 


heard all the testimony in this case 
It is for you to say whether Mr. Har- 
rington "has been injured by these ar- 
ticles." 
Lawyer Qua's Argument 


Lawyer Qua followed Mr. Harvey in 


an argument for the plaintiff, speak- 
ing, 
in part, as follows: — 


In opening Mr. Qua said: My broth- 
er's, argument reminds me of an acci- 
dent case in which a farmer's horse 
was 
struck - by 
a 
locomotive on i 


crossing- and killed. The. claim agen 
of the company was on the train and 
\vhile it was stopped he went to the 
dazed farmer and sa.id, here, we are 
sorry 
for your injury, sorry your 
lorse was killed, but you must 
re- 


member the horse had no business on 
TmT crossing. 
Our locomotive in in- 


jured and passengers delayed. 
Now 


we want to reach a settTe'meht at"bnce 
The poor farmer hesitated a moment 
and then said,. I a.nV a poor man and 
can give you but two 
dollars. 
The 
agent made-such an impression upon 
itm that the injured .farmer thought- 
ic was the guilty party.. 
•My. brother.thinks this series of li 
>els extending over a period ' of . two 
years has been beneficial. I dc-n't know 
but he would have you bring In a ver- 
llct for the plaintiff in this case, but 
le has not suggested for how much. 
There are two actions for libel. The 


reasonfor there being two is that In 
one case the articles were published in 
the Daily Telegram, and in the other 
:ase the Sunday Telegram. 
We could 


lave brought the whole perhaps in one 
action, but it was thought best to 
iring two separate suits—one based 
on the libeious articles, in the Daily 
Telegram, and one based on the libel- 
ous articles In the Sunday. Telegram. 
There are really thirty-nine suits be- 
ng tried in one. I mean by that, that 
every single count in these actions 
constituted by itself a cause of action, 
and if you find that the articles Te- 
'erred to the plaintiff, as he said they 
did, and if you find that they are libel- 
ous, after the instruction of the court, 
or defamatory, then in every case in 
each count the law requires you to 
:ive substantial damages, not nominal. 
This is the law, and my brother knows 
't just as well as 1 do. exactly. 


Now. there are several defences to 


ibel suits. In the first, place a man 
may testify, that is he may say that 
what I published is defamatory, but 
vhat I published is true, and if It 
was true, and it was proven' that it 
vas true and published with good mo- 
.ive then the verdict would be for the 
defendant. 


Another form of defence is that of 


revocation. A newspaper may pub- 
Ish something about a 
man, which 


may not be strictly true in consequence 
of a previous publication by the plain- 
iff reflecting upon him. If he does it 
n the heat of passion: that is not an 
bsolute defence, but it is a cause for 
he reduction of damages. 


If a man assaults another, if there 
s no provocation, why full damages 
may be collected. If a man calls an- 
ther a liar, and that is followed by 
i blow, there is provocation, but if it 
e shown that there was no provoca- 
ion there should be no mitigation of 
amagcs. It is just the samo In Ilbe! 
uits. 
There is another defence sometimes 
sed, 
and that is the defence of privi- 
ege. A newspaper may say I was 
ommenting upon a matter-which was 
f public Interest, and what I said Is 
nly fair comment. If that is true it 
fas a defence, that only, however, re- 
ites to commenting or making state- 
ments or insinuations of fact. 


Now what is the defence in this case 
int Is set up. Mr. Foreman and gen- 
emen of the jury? There is none, ab- 
olutely no defence here. 
Of course, 


hey deny each and every 
allegation, 


lit that only means in \im; that they 
eny that they over published the ar- 
clcs.

GREAT AUTO RACE 


Was Run Off at 
Savannah, 


Georgia, Today 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 12.—Today 


dawned . with great promise for the 
Grand Prize race, to which auto en- 
thusiasts have been looking forward 
eince the announcement was made 
that the Savannah course would be 
the scene of the contest. The weather 
was right for a test of tho speed and 
endurance of the fifteen cars entered 
and teh 
skill and courage of 
their 


drivers. No race has brought together 
a more brilliant array of knights of 
the steering wheel, nor has there gath- 
ered in this country a more 
efficient 


group of cars. Foreign and American, 
they represented the best that is to be 
found in automobile construction. 
Of 
drivers there were four or five whose 
names ' had for . days been upon all 
tongues that had talked of the great 
race. There were Nazzaro, 
Wagner, 
Hemery. David Bruce-Brown, Burnmn, 
DePalma—masters of their craft, all of 
them. 


Gathered 
in the great grandstands 


were practically all Savannah, and no 
Inconsiderable proportion of neighbor- 
ing places. Betting on the results of 
\he race had been lively. 
As Starter Wagner on the dot of 9 
o'clock gave the count of 
ten and 


clapped A. Chevrolet, driving a 5Iar- 
quotte-Bulck, the first car to leave the 
mark, -the great crowd gathered in the 
utands gave a series of yells and the 
race was on. The fifteen cars got off 
tn the following order: 


Marquette-Buick, A. Chevrolet. 
Lozler, Mulfo'rd. 
Pope-Hartford, Basle. 
Alco, Grant.' 
Marmon, Dawson. 
Marmon, Hemery. 
Eenz. Nazzaro.

Marqnette-Buick, Burman.

First to round-the course was Chev- 
rolet. He made the lap In 14 minutes 
and 19 seconds but Hetnery was : next 
behind him in one second less time. 


Memory made the second lap - in '13 
minutes arid 61 seconds, averaging over 
74 miles an hour. A spectacular spurt 
was shown just in front of the grand- 
stand by Mulfqrd And DePalma, - the 
Flat passing- the Loiter tin- th* crowd 
whooped Its. appreciation. .. 


Nazzaro. passed' Grant, completing 
the lap. -fifty miles. -. Hemery - had 
a 


'end Of thirty seconds over .Wagner, 
ivho was .second, with half a.minute 
:o the good over 
Chevrolet. Bruce- 


Brown was.four seconds behind Chev- 
rolet. 


Tho first stop-at the pits was made 


Wagner, who quietly readjusted a 
tiro nnd was off again. 
. Chevrolet completing his fourth lap 
bad trouble, a 'tire having to be re- 
placed. At about -the. same time the 
crowd witnessed another feat by Naz- 
zaro when the Italian passed Dawson 
it tho grand stand turn. Burman fin- 
ished his fourth lap and gavo an exhi- 
bition of quick tire changing, only to 
have h'ls engine stall as he essaped too 
quick a start. He was soon on his 
way again, 


Nazznro leaped. Into third place in 


his fifth lap and was crowding Wagner 
close for second. 


On his sixth lap Nazzaro jumped In- 


to second place. Hemery.still led by 
a minute and a half. 


Chevrolet developed more tiro trou- 


ole and lost a full minute. 
Hemery in Lead 


With 1000 miles left behind them, 


! the leading contestants'• showed 
the 
: foilowing order at 10.35 .o'clock: Hem- 
: ery, Nazzaro. Wagner, Haupt, Bruce- 
Brown, DePalma and 'Grant.- No re-

so as to have a boat-like bottom and machinery to drive it forward on 
the surface of the water.

What do you think-of 
that? Now, another thing that I want 
to-brush away because the only hope

impressing upon the minds, of the jury 
something-that has no business In this 
case at all. My brother wants you to 
believe that John H. Harrington some- 
how or other is a newspaper man, and 
don't .suffer any damages because he 
is a newspaper man, and .liable to libel 
suits.

paper you don't rush to, your lawyer. 
There is expense and there Is publicity 
connected with, a libel suit. It was a. 
dastardly tirade,—it hurts, but time 
will "cure it -It comes again and again, 
and you .let it go by. But after a while 
there comes a time when' you can no 
longer- endure the torture that1 "comes 
from this damnable libel. 
The plaintiffs case shows that the 
defendant' not only has charged tho 
plaintiff with- almost all tbfr>crimes in 
the calendar, either directly or by in- 
sinuation, but he has-done it with per- 
sistence and - with constant repetition 
calculated, to ruin the man, and it Is 
shown also on.its face that it was the 
deliberate purpose of the proprietor of 
the Telegram to.ruin the reputation, of 
John: H. Harrington, and he has done 
it to.a certain.extent No' man can 
have a newspaper day after day call- 
ing him. thief, calling him a black- 
mailejv jury briber and 
Insinuating 
that he was ip league with dives and 
disreputable, places, that ' he runs his 
paper for that purpose and is -making 
his living but of it—no man, I say, can 
have that thing said.of him day after 
flay-, and week after week without 
many people in the. community believ- 
ing it.

that crushes the victim. That is true,

I ask you, Mr. Foreman, what you 


think, and you gentlemen of the jury 
to take this . matter 
to 
yourselves. 
Suppose a. newspaper every time it re- 
ferred to you referred to you as Thief 
Smith or Thief Jones, and do It 
day 
after day. Attack you politically, af- 
tacfc your business, attack you social- 
ly, attack you in your family relations, 
Baying everything that could possibly 
be said against you. Do you think it 
would harm you; do you think it would 
ruin you? It .would ruin the best man 
that ever lived in the community. No 
man can ptand against that sort of 
thing. It is dangerous, and that dan- 
g-er 
is something that should 
be 


guarded against, and that Is whs- one 
of the objects of the law is to protect 
a man's reputatidn from that kind of 
assault 
The law protects your per- 


son, it protects your property and it 
protects your reputation, and just as 
important, vastly more Important than' 
the mere question of property or per- 
son is a man's reputation in the com- 
munity. 


Now let us come down to a few par- 
ticulars in this case. My brother says 
that most of these articles or 
some 


of them were simply fair 
comments 


that they don't refer to Mr. Harring- 
ton at all in the home, but 
to 
his 


business. Don't refer to Mr. Harring- 
ton, 
but only to 'his .business. If-Mr. 


Foreman and gentlemen of the jury, 
any of you, were engaged 'in running 
a grocery store on the streets and a 
newspaper should say the place run by 
you,

was run for the purpose of extorting 
blackmail, that it was run for the pur- 
pose of bribing officials, that that Is 
the business carried on there, and vou 
suo for damages, and he said "Why

Conditions in Austria

visited. 


Child labor in Austria is not regulated 
in workshops, In household industries 
or-in. commercial establishments.

The Belgium child 
labor law- provides that ignorance of

Only a fractional 
part of the cases of detected violations 
are brought to trial and in these cases 
the fines imposed average about Jl. 
One-fourth of the child 
laborers 
in 


Belgium under 16 years of age either 
get no money wages at all or .earn 
less than ten cents a day; more than 
one-half of them receive between ten 
and twenty-nine cents a day; and less 
than one-fifth receive thirty cents or 
more. Large numbers of children un- 
der 10 years and women are employed 
in the manufacture of sexual appli- 
ances. 
Trade Tricks in France 


In .France, the investigator says, the 


enactment of new labor laws has pro- 
ceeded much more rapidly than provi- 
sions for their enforcement. 


Although the French law provides 


that working children must be sub- 
jected to a physical examination if the 
work they do is apt to prove injurious 
to their health or their physical de- 
velopment, the provision is 
admitted 


by tho inspectors to be wholly illusory. 
Some of the glass works go so far as 
to drill their child laborers in quickly 
disappearing through trap 
doors 
to 


avoid detection, and the employers of- 
fer "prizes for the children most agile 
In that performance.

FacilitiesTas Railroad Commis- 
sioners Forbid Grade Cross-

If tho Boston & Maine and th^ rail- 


road commissioners can como to an 
agreement 
relative 
to 
a 
tunnel or 


subway across AJken street near the 
Aiken s'treot bridge It Is very probable 
that the city will soon have another 
new industry in the shape of a mam- 
moth cotton mill that will utilize 7'/4 
acres of the 12 acr.es now known as the 
Little Canada playground and which 
will employ about 4000 hands. 


The promoters of the new industry 


in Lowell fare the Locks and Canals 
company and they have boen working 
under cover, to uso th>e vernacular, as 
they were held up by this question of 
railroad facilities and did not wish to 
raise falao hopes in the hearts of tho 
people. 


Supt. Mills of the Locks and Canals 


company has admitted 
that 
negoti- 


ations are pending to brins the new 
cotton mill to Lowell but he is oth- 
erwise reticent 
and shrtms publicity 


in relation to the 
matter. 
It has 


leaked out, however, and the fact Is 
that a large manufacturing company Is 
desirous of settling In Lowell. 
They 


have inspected the site which Is now 
used as a playground by the city and 
are satisfied with itv but 
the 
only 


hitch is the matter of railroad facili- 
ties. 


In the old days the company would 


simply have to extend its tracks across 
Aiken street to the tracks In tho Law- 
rence yurdr Under a new ruin of tho 
railroad commission as a result of the 
widespread and successful 
agitation 


against grade crossings, no railroads 
can cross the public streets 
on 
the 


grade any more. 


The Little Canada playground 
is 


so located that In order to reach it 
with railroad tracks Aiken street must 
be crossed and hence the difficulty. 


The matter has been promoted with 


the greatest secrecy, Supt. Mills no- 
tifying Jtr. Greene of the pork com-

Suppose a newspaper every time it re- 
ferred _to_ybu -referred to you as Thief 
Smith or Thief Jones, and do it 
day 


after day. .Attack, you politically, at- 
tack your business, attack you social- 
ly, attack you in your family relations, 
saying everything that could possibly 
be said against you. Do you think it 
would harm'you; do you think it would 
ruin you? It would ruin the best man 
that ever lived in the community. No 
man can stand against that sort of 
thing. It is dangerous, and that dan- 
ger is something that should 
be 


guarded against, and that Is why one 
of the objects of the law is to protect 
a man's reputation.from that kind of 
as,sault. ..The law'protects your per- 
son; it protects your property and It 
protects, your reputation, and just as 
important, vastly more important than 
tne mere question of property or per- 
son is a man's reputation in the com- 
munity. 


Now let us come down to a few par- 
ticulars in tbis case.
